Trade.—The Oversea imports during June, were valued at £1,988,026 
and show a decrease of £1,091,404 or 35:4 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The total for twelve months, 
July to June, 1916-17, was £32,740,566, a decrease of £648,082, 
or 1-9 per cent., in comparison with the figures for 1915-16. 


The Oversea exports during June amounted to £3,534,126, being an 
increase of £1,214,137 or 52°3 per cent. as compared with the corres- 
ponding month of last year. For the twelve months, July to June, 
there was an increase of £1,170,172, or over 2°8 per cent. compared with 
the same period for 1915-16.

During the year 1916-17, the oversea imports 
were valued at £31,672,109, and the interstate imports at £14,298,449, 
the total of the two being £45,970,558. 
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Publie Finances.—The Public Accounts for June show that the net 
revenue for the month was £3,430,244, or £299,482 more than in 
June of last year, an increase of 9-5 per cent. During the year ended 
30th June the revenue was £20,511,748, being £881,848, or 4°5 per 
cent. more than in the corresponding period of the last financial year.

The expenditure during June was £1,453,611—an increase of 
£40,601, or 2°8 per cent., as compared with June of last year. 
During the year 1916-17 the expenditure was £19,960,826, being 
£1,203,235, or 6:4 per cent. more than in 1915-16.

On the 30th June, 1917, the Consolidated Revenue Account was in 
debit to the amount of £483,138. 


Banks.—-The principal features disclosed in the banking averages for the 
quarter ended 30th June, are a moderate expansion in deposits, both 
current accounts and those bearing interest, and a corresponding increase 
in the amount of advances made. Compared with the returns of the 
previous year, there was an increase of £2,989,100 in current accounts, 
and of £4,003,219 in the total deposits, these figures being in- 
clusive of Savings Bank deposits—interest bearing—of the Common- 
wealth Bank of Australia. Reserves of coin and bullion decreased by 
£141,346 since June, 1915, and by £74,732 during the quarter. 
Advances increased during the year by £3,929,218, but decreased during 
the quarter by £432,772. The proportion of cash, bullion, and notes 
to total liabilities now stands at 27 per cent., and indicates a sound 
position in view of the prevailing conditions. Included in the amount of 
cash held is an amount of £11,766,417 Australian Notes, as against 
£13,073,103 at the end of June, 1916. 


Savings Banks,—The latest returns show that at the 31st March, 1917, there 
were 859,949 depositors, having £38,359,482 on deposit. This shows an 
increase of £410,109 in deposits during the quarter. The average 
amount on deposit was over £44 per depositor and £20 per inhabitant, 
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Gold Production.—The gold yield during June was 6,183 oz. crude, equal 
to 5,770 oz. fine, valued at £24,507, and showed an increase of 1,470 oz. 
fine, and £6,243 in value, compared with June of last year. The value 
of gold produced during the six months was £169,344, and showed a 
decrease of 8,602 oz. fine, and £36,539 in value, in the figures for the 
corresponding period of last year. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 57 as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries), it 
appears that in June, 1917, prices were 31°6 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914, 0-2 per cent. higher than in June, 1916, and 0-6 per cent. 
lower than in the preceding month, May, 1917. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
June, 1917, 58°8 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 5:3 per cent. 
lower than in June, 1916, and 2-2 per cent. lower than in May, 1917. 
Meat prices were generally lower than in May, although steak and legs 
of pork advanced slightly. Eggs declined about 9 pence a dozen, and 
small decreases occurred in prices of bacon, ham, currants, and candles, 
while commodities showing higher prices were potatoes, butter, cheese, 
jam, oatmeal, starch, blue, soap, and kerosene. The variation in each 
case was slight.

Land Selections.—During June, 79 applications were made for 25,916 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 86,262 acres, representing 
91 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 564, and the area applied for 268,962 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
Ist January is 460,278 acres, representing 873 blocks. 


Meteorology.—Most beneficial rains were experienced over the area of the 
State, west of the mountains, during June, with the gratifying result 
that the dry conditions of the previous month, over the western and 
north-western pastoral districts of New South Wales, were entirely 
broken. In the southern area, a most severe rainstorm occurred in the 
Murray River Valley, and caused extensive floods on the Murray River, 
and its tributaries, the total registration at Albury (623 points) being 
the heaviest in the State. In the Coastal districts the rain, generally, 
was light in character, the exception being the Metropolis, where 526 
points were recorded, or slightly above the June average. : 

The temperatures ruling were, on the whole, seasonable, frosts being 
prevalent on the highlands, while snowstorms were experienced on the 
Southern and Central Tablelands, 
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Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburss—June, 1917.—he births registered 
numbered 1,642, equal to 25°77 per 1,000 of population ; of the total, 
836 were males and 806 females. The rate is 6-4 per cent. below 
the average of the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 682, namely, 378 males and 304 females, equal 
to a rate of 10°70 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is 
satisfactory, being 2°7 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups, except 65 
and over. 

The infantile mortality was 63-9 per 1,000 births, and is normal com- 
pared with the average for June, of the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
June, 475 new buildings, as compared with 410 in June, 1916. 

The total for the six months January to June, was 2,673, as compared 
with 2,773 during the corresponding period of 1916.
